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General  Information. 

Location.-  Tl ie  State  Normal  School  is  located  at  Wayne, 

( (Mini  v  stat  of  Wayne  county,  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis and  Omaha  railroad.  It  is  forty -five  miles  from  Sioux 
City,  twenty-eight  miles  from  Norfolk  and  one  hundred  thirteen 
miles  from  Omaha.  Wayne  is  a  growing  city  with  a  population 
of  3,000.  and  is  in  every  respect  an  ideal  place  for  a  school.  It 
has  no  saloons.  The  city  is  one  of  Christian  homes  and  contains 
eh  inches  of  all  the  leading  denominations.  It  affords  to  stu- 
dents good  opportunity  in  literary,  social  and  religious  culture. 
Those  who  come  here  are  assured  of  a  cordial  welcome  from  the 
citizens  of  the  town. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. — The  Normal  school  grounds  are 
located  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  and  contain  thirteen 
acres.  The  campus  is  ornamented  with  hundreds  of  beautiful 
trees,  which  serve  as  a  protection  in  winter  and  afford  a  re- 
freshing shade  in  the  summer.  The  buildings  consist  of  three 
large  brick  school  buildings,  five  dormitories,  president's  resi- 
dence and  power  and  heating  plant. 

The  Library  and  Science  hall  completed  in  1912  at  a  cost  of 
$55,000  and  the  Administration  building  completed  in  1915  at  a 
cost  of  about  $100,000  are  two  of  the  most  modern,  up  to  date 
normal  school  buildings  in  the  west.  These  buildings  accommo- 
date the  departments  of  science,  mathematics,  English,  history, 
art,  music,  expression,  German,  Latin,  commerce  and  the  admin- 
istrative offices.  The  old  administration  building  has  been  equip- 
ped for  the  use  of  the  training  school  and  some  classes  of  the 
department  of  education. 

During  the  ensuing  year  another  large,  fireproof  building, 
of  the  same  architectural  design  as  the  Administration  Build- 
ing, will  be  erected.  This  building  will  be  for  Physical  and  In- 
dustrial Training.  It  will  contain  a  large  modern  Gymnasium, 
with  shower  baths,  dressing  rooms,  plunge  bath,  and  recrea- 
tion room.  Tt  will  also  provide  for  Domestic  Science,  Domestic 
Art,  Carpentry.  Furniture  Making,  Forge  Work,  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  Clay  Modeling. 
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TUITION  IS  FREE. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  state  to  make  the  Normal  school  a 
FREE  SCHOOL  for  the  training  of  teachers.  The  only  fee  re- 
quired is  a  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00,  which  is  paid  by  the  stu- 
dent but  once,  and  entitles  him  to  the  privileges  of  the  normal 
school  for  life. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

A  fee  of  one  dollar  gives  the  student  the  use  of  the  text- 
book library  for  one  semester.  It  is  necessary  for  the  student 
to  deposit  three  dollars  with  the  registrar  when  the  books  are 
received  to  cover  their  safe  return.  The  deposit,  less  the  rental 
charge,  is  refunded  on  the  return  of  the  books. 

LIBRARY. 

A  library  of  several  thousand  volumes  is  available  for  the 
free  use  of  students.  The  books  have  been  carefully  selected 
with  a  view  to  the  special  needs  of  a  normal  school,  and  the  li- 
brary is  particularly  strong  in  hterature,  history,  science  and 
education.  It  includes  the  standard  reference  works  of  the 
day,  together  with  a  large  amount  of  literature  to  supplement 
the  daily  work  in  the  classroom.  The  library  is  under  the  care 
of  an  experienced  librarian  and  is  open  to  students  every  school 
day  of  the  week  and  for  one-half  day  Saturday. ' 

BOARD  AND  ROOM. 

Rooms  in  the  halls  are  steam  heated  and  electric  lighted. 
All  rooms  are  furnished  with  a  bed,  mattress,  springs,  pillows, 
one  blanket,  washstand,  bowl  and  pitcher,  two  chairs  and  a  stu- 
dent's  table.  In  addition  to  the  articles  named,  all  rooms  in 
the  ladies'  halls  have  a  rocker  and  dresser.  Students  who  make 
their  homes  in  the  halls  should  bring  pillow  cases,  sheets,  towels 
and  such  articles  as  they  wish  for  the  adornment  of  the  room. 
All  rooms  in  Terrace  hall  are  sixty  cents  a  week  for  each  stu- 
dent. 

Rooms  in  Kingsbury  Hall  and  in  North  Hall  are  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  young  women  and  are  fifty  cents  per  week. 

Rooms  in  West  Hall  and  East  Hall,  which  are  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  young  men,  are  65  cents  per  week,  which  in- 
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elndefl  care  of  room.  Students  who  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  double  room  rent.  This  pfivilege,  however,  eannot  be 
granted  to  any  student  in  case  the  plaee  is  required  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  an  additional  student.  During  the  regular 
school  year  the  rooms  in  Terrace  Hall  are  reserved  for  Juniors 
and  Seniors.  Board  at  the  Normal  dining  hall  is  $2.75  per 
week.  Board  may  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  from  $4.00 
to  $5.00  per  week,  and  rooms  at  from  $1.00  to  $1.25  per 
week  for  each  of  two  students  in  the  same  room.  Those  who  room 
in  the  halls  board  at  the  dining  hall.  Those  who  room  in  private 
families  are  permitted  to  do  so  if  they  desire. 

Recognition  of  Work. — The  work  done  in  the  Wayne  State 
Normal  School  receives  full  credit  and  recognition  by  state  de- 
partments, normal  schools  and  colleges  generally.  California, 
one  of  the  most  exacting  states  in  educational  matters,  has  so 
honored  the  work  of  the  State  Normal  School  since  its  organiza- 
tion as  a  state  institution. 

Faculty. — The  Wayne  State  Normal  School  is  especially 
favored  in  having  a  strong  faculty.  It  is  composed  of  men  and 
women  of  successful  experience  and  each  one  has  been  selected 
because  of  his  special  fitness  for  the  work  he  has  to  do.  Almost 
no  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  faculty  since  the  organization 
of  the  school.  Each  year,  however,  one  or  more  members  have 
had  a  leave  of  absence  for  further  study.  This  plan  is  encour- 
aged as  it  keeps  the  school  right  up  to  date  professionally  and 
enables  the  student  to  get  the  best  training  possible. 

TEACHERS'  BUREAU. 

There  is  a  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  Normal  trained 
teachers.  To  meet  this  demand  the  Wayne  State  Normal  main- 
tains a  teachers'  bureau  whose  purpose  is  to  secure  for  its  stu- 
dents, without  charge,  suitable  positions,  and  to  aid  school  of- 
ficers to  elect  efficient  teachers. 

CERTIFICATES,  DIPLOMAS  AND  DEGREES. 

The  following  certificates,  diplomas  and  degrees  are  issued  : 
1.     The  Regular  Normal  School  Diploma.    This  diploma  is 
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recognized  by  law  as  first  grade  state  certificate,  and  it  is  also 
a  city  state  certificate. 

2.  Bachelor  of  Education  Degree. 

3.  Professional  Life  State  Certificate. 

4.  All  grades  of  city  state  certificates  as  contemplated  in 
the  law  of  1911. 

5.  Elementary  State  Certificate. 

6.  A  special  teachers'  certificate  is  granted  in  any  one  of 
the  following  departments  when  a  student  has  majored  in  that 
department, — Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science,  Public 
School  Music,  Public  School  Drawing,  Commerce,  Primary, 
Primary-Kindergarten,  Kindergarten  and  Agriculture.  By 
majoring  in  a  department  means  that  a  student  must  have  at 
least  twenty -hours  in  that  department. 

7.  A  special  rural  school  course  as  provided  for  in  the  law 
of  1915  authorizes  the  state  superintendent  to  grant  a  special 
rural  county  certificate. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

Classification. — Students  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  grades  are 
known  as  Preparatory,  those  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades 
as  Secondary  and  those  above  the  twelfth  grade  as  Collegiate. 

Entrance  to  Preparatory  Classes. — To  enter  the  prepara- 
tory class,  the  student  must  have  at  least  the  eighth  grade  or  its 
equivalent. 

Entrance  to  Secondary  Classes. — To  enter  the  Secondary 
classes,  the  student  must  have  at  least  15  high  school  credit 
points  representing  the  completion  of  a  ten-grade  high  school 
course,  or  he  must  have  a  second  grade  county  certificate.  All 
students  in  the  regular  elementary  certificate  course  are  classi- 
fied in  this  group. 

Entrance  to  Collegiate  Classes. — To  enter  any  of  the  Col- 
legiate courses  the  student  must  have  thirty  credit  points  rep- 
resenting the  completion  of  a  twelve-grade  high  school  course, 
or  its  equivalent. 
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BACHELOR  OF  EDUCATION  DEGREE. 

Graduates  from  the  advanced  course  of  the  state  normal 
schools  who  complete  two  years  beyond  the  advanced  course, 
consisting  of  80  collegiate  hours,  may  be  granted  the  degree, 
Bachelor  of  Education,  provided  the  last  year  of  such  work 
shall  be  in  the  school  granting  the  degree. 

SPECIAL  REQUIREMENTS. 

All  candidates  for  graduation  from  any  of  the  advanced 
courses,  in  the  selection  of  electives,  shall  be  required  to  take 
at  least  five  hours  in  English  and  ten  hours  in  each  of  two  other 
subjects.  They  will  also  be  required  to  take  the  following  drill 
subjects:  Public  School  Music,  2  hours;  Physical  Training,  2 
hours;  Drawing,  2  hours. 

In  addition  to  the  above  drills  the  graduates  from  the  ad- 
vanced course  must  have  at  least  thirty  High  School  credits, 
a  minimum  of  seventy  collegiate  hours  exclusive  of  drills  and 
reviews,  and  grades  in  all  subj-ects  included  in  a  first  grade 
county  certificate. 

CREDIT  FOR  WORK    NOT    DONE  IN  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

CLASSES. 

Work  In Non- Accredited  Schools. — Students  who  have  stud- 
ied in  non-accredited  institutions,  and  afterwards  pass  a  cred- 
itable examination  in  secondary  subjects  under  the  uniform 
state  examination,  shall  be  given  credit  for  four  weeks  attend- 
ance for  each  credit  point  earned.  In  such  subjects  as  are  not 
included  in  uniform  examination,  the  examination  may  be  given 
by  heads  of  departments  granting  accreditment.  A  credit  point 
is  defined  as  one  full  study  carried  for  one  semester  five  periods 
each  week.  No  credit  shall  be  given  for  time  on  subjects  taken 
by  examination  if  credit  is  already  given  for  it  in  an  accredited 
school.  In  all  subjects  taken  under  uniform  examinations  or 
given  by  heads  of  departments  to  test  work  taken  in  non-ac- 
credited schools,  80  per  cent  shall  be  the  minimum  grade  on 
which  credit  will  be  allowed. 
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In  Absentia. — Students  taking  work  in  absentia  under  the 
regular  instructors  of  the  school,  shall  be  given  four  weeks  at- 
tendance for  each  credit  point  earned. 

For  Teaching  Experience. — For  teaching  experience  two 
weeks  time  credit  may  be  given  for  each  year  of  successful 
experience  in  teaching  or  in  supervisory  work,  provided  that 
in  no  instance  shall  more  than  sixteen  weeks'  credit  on  attend- 
ance be  given  for  such  experience. 

Resident  Attendance. — Twenty -four  weeks  resident  attend- 
ance with  a  minimum  credit  of  twenty  hours  is  the  minimum 
time  and  credit  requirement  for  any  grade  of  certificate  and 

diploma. 

Special  for  Nebraska  Normal  Graduates. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  held  on  November  7,  1912,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted : 

' '  That  students  of  the  Nebraska  Normal  College  who  have 
graduated  therefrom  and  who  have  complied  with  the  equal  re- 
quirements of  the  graduates  who  receive  a  professional  certifi- 
cate under  the  State  Normal  School  at  Wayne,  may  receive  a 
diploma  from  said  State  Normal  by  a  minimum  attendance  of 
eight  weeks,  and  to  be  passed  on  by  the  State  Normal  Board.' ' 

The  above  has  since  been  increased  to  sixteen  weeks. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS. 

A  number  of  student  organizations  are  maintained.  Every 
student  is  encouraged  to  become  a  member  of  one  or  more  of 
these.  The  Christian  Associations  meet  on  Wednesday  evening 
of  each  week,  and  all  other  organizations  meet  on  Monday  eve- 
nings. No  Club  or  Society  except  the  Christian  Associations, 
may  meet  more  frequently  than  once  in  two  weeks. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Christian  organizations  of  the 
school  consist  of  a  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  a 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  the  Normal  Catholic 
Club.     Each   of  these  organizations  hold  regular  weekly  de- 
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votional  meetings  and  a  anion  .service  is  held  every  month. 
They  arrange  many  enjoyable  social  events  during  the  year 
and  ext  rl  ;.  wholesome  influence  on  the  life  of  the  school. 

The  Physical  Science  Club. — The  purpose  of  this  club  is  to 
give  the  students  of  the  department  of  physical  science  a  knowl- 
edge of  recent  inventions,  discoveries,  and  experiments  in  the 
World  of  science. 

The  Literature  Club. — A  Literature  Club  was  organized  at 
th<  beginning  of  the  present  school  year.  Its  purpose  is  to 
stimulate  interest  in  reading  that  which  is  worth  while. 

Der  Deutsche  Verein. — Membership  in  this  club  is  open  to 
any  student  interested  in  German.    Its  aim  is  is  to  afford  an  op- 
portunity to  hear,  speak  and  sing  the  German  language  outside 
class  room. 

INTER-SCHOLASTIC  EVENTS. 

The  scheduling  of  all  inter-scholastic  events  is  in  the  hands 
committees  composed  of  students  and  faculty  members  and 
subject  to  such   regulations  as  the  best  interests  of  the  school 
may  demand. 

BUDGET  COMMITTEE. 

The  Budget  Committee   is  composed  of  three  faculty  mem- 
-  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  school.    This  Committee 

complete  supervision  of  the  collection  and  expenditure  of 
money  for  the  publication  of  the  Goldenrod,  the  regular  Lec- 
ture and  Entertainment  Courses  of  the  school,  and  for  all  inter- 
school  athletic  activities.  No  bills  shall  be  contracted  by  the 
various  committees  having  these  features  in  charge  until  the 
proposed  expenditure  is  first  approved  by  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee. 

AUDITING  ACCOUNTS. 

At  the  close  of  the  regular  school  year  in  May,  a  committee 

ointed  by  the  President  of  the  school  shall  audit  the  ac- 
counts oi  the  treasurer  of  every  organization  that  handles 
funds:  arid  the  balance  shown  bv  the  records  at  that  time  will 
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be  turned  over  to  the  Registrar  to  be  delivered  to  the  treasurers- 
elect  of  the  various  organizations  at  the  opening  of  the  ensiling 
year. 

STUDENT  PRIZES. 
The  J.  G.  Mines  Gold  Medal  and  the  Frank  S.  Morgan  cup 
are  awarded  on  Commencement  Day.  The  Medal,  offered  by  J. 
G.  Mines,  is  awarded  to  the  student  who  makes  the  most  im- 
provement in  scholarship  during  the  year.  The  Cup,  offered  by 
Frank  S.  Morgan,  is  presented  to  the  young  man  student  who 
is,  in  the  estimation  of  the  faculty,  of  greatest  value  to  the 
school.  The  conditions  include  consideration  of  excellence  in 
scholarship,  athletics,  and  other  school  activities. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Quarterly  Bulletin. — The  school  publishes  a  quarterly  bul- 
letin, the  July  issue  of  which  is  the  annual  catalogue,  and  the 
April  number  contains  special  announcements  for  the  summer 
session. 

The  Goldenrod. — This  publication  is  a  20-page  magazine, 
issued  monthly  from  October  to  July,  and  contains  local  news, 
alumni  notes  and  represents  the  various  school  activities. 

A  Business  Manager  for  the  Goldenrod  is  elected  by  the  or- 
ganized classes  from  among  their  number  at  the  beginning  of 
each  semester.  The  duties  and  compensations  are  determined 
by  the  Budget  Committee. 

The  Editor-in-Chief  is  a  student  from  the  Junior  or  Senior 
Classes  who  has  been  in  resident  attendance  at  least  one  semes- 
ter and  is  elected  by  the  membership  of  these  two  classes.  He 
receives  no  compensation,  but  does  receive  such  credit  as  the 
Head  of  the  English  Department  considers  the  work  to  be 
worth. 

The  Senior  Annual. — "  Spizzerinktum, ' '  an  attractively 
bound  and  beautifully  illustrated  book  of  more  than  two  hun- 
dred pages,  is  published  annually  by  the  senior  class.  Its  great 
value  lies  in  furnishing  a  permanent  record,  from  year  to  year, 
of  the  social  life  and  spirit  of  the  institution.

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GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  ADVANCED 
COURSE. 

To  graduate  from  the  regular  advanced  course,  or  to  com- 
plete any  of  the  special  courses  and  receive  the  diploma  and 
special  certificate,  the  following  general  requirements  must  be 
met.    The  student  must  have  : 

1.  A  minimum  of  24  weeks  resident  attendance. 

2.  Thirty  high  school  credit  points. 

3.  A  minimum  of  70  college  hours.  (This  includes  profes- 
sional work.) 

4.  Five  hours  in  Senior  Reviews. 

5.  Two  hours  each  in  public  school  music,  drawing,  and 
physical  culture. 

6.  An  equivalent  of  216  weeks  of  schooling  above  the 
eighth  grade.  The  minimum  time  on  recommendation  of  the 
faculty  may  be  196  weeks. 

Note : — Teachers  may  receive  credit  on  the  above  general 
requirements  for  grades  on  county  or  state  examination,  or  ex- 
perience, for  absentia  work  and  work  done  in  non-accredited 
school.  When  in  doubt  the  prospective  student  should  write  for 
further  particulars.
